Don’t forget to vote in the 
$300,000 school bond election 
Tuesday, Kenneth M. Bush, 
president of the Board of 
Education, reminded all res¬ 
idents yesterday.

Mr. Bush pointed out that 
although there appears to be 
little opposition to the bond 
issue, a two-thirds majority 
is necessary to approve the 
building of additions to Sier¬ 
ra Mesa to handle our grow¬ 
ing school population. 

“It is vitally important," 
Mr. Bush said, “that every 
registered voter go to the 
polls. A light vote could 
mean the defeat of the 
bond issue." 

He also explained that 
even if the bond issue is ap¬ 
proved, the new classrooms 
will not be ready until at 
least 1959, and by that time 
our present classrooms will 
be bulging at the seams. 

Polling places at Sierra 
Madre and Sierra Mesa 
Schools will bo open Tues¬ 
day from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

Proposed construction in¬ 
cludes six new classrooms, 
two kindergarten rooms and 
one multi-purpose room. This 
would make Sierra Mesa a 
complete unit including 
grades kindergarten through 
six. New facilities at Sierra 
Mesa also will relieve the 
load on Sierra Madre School. 

Mr. Bush again reiterated 
the fact that approval of a 
$300,000 bond issue at this 
time will cost the voters only 
3.08 cents more per $100 of 
assessed valuation than they 
now pay in school taxes.
